SLAG LINING FOR SMELTING RJRNACES — Politika, No 13248, 27 May 49 

A worker in the electrometallurgical combine in Slbenik has discovered 
a new refractory material for lining the Interior of smelting furnaces. The 
material previously used vas obtained frn coke and waste from electrodes, 
while the nev imteilal If obtained from slag. 

The new material can withstand a temperature of 1,300 degrees Centi- 
grade. It is practical, and is available in unlimited quantities. Its 
quality always remains the same, differing from coke and electrode vrjte 
mater* nl . 
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ECOirOitTOy'L MOED FOP CASTING TSTlSfcFED -- Politika, Wo 15245 , 23 May 49 

A mold for casting Iron, which has no upper seottoh, has boon mad© at 
the Tares Rtin© and ironworks. Ihe old mold was dosed by Beans of a special 
part, whil© the new mold is open at the top. Waste from overflow is greatly 
reduced, so that 4.6 kilograms of iron are eared in ©reiy 100 kilogram oast. 
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
